(a) In Measured rale systems .—The rental- shall be levied *s for connec¬ 
tions within the local area plus Rs. 18-00 per quarter for each additional kilo¬ 
meter or fraction thereof of the actual length of the connection beyond the local 
area. 

(b) In Flat rale system '...—The ’’cnlnl aha! 1 be levied as for connections within 
the lorn 1 area plus Rs. 75 per unuum hi the case of annual rates or Rs. 7-00 per 
mouth in the case of monthly aVs for each additional kilometer or fraction 
thereof of the actual length of the connection beyond the local area. 

Note,— Where ihe length of the connection beyond the local area exceeds 
three kilometers, the above rules shall apply only if ihe connection is p-ovided 
by utilising existing wires or cable conductors with inexpensive changes. 

(b) In all other cases, special rates of rental shall be charged. 

‘TV. Charges for connections under ‘Own your telephone’ scheme .—A subscri¬ 
ber to whom a telephone connection is provided under this scheme shall be 
required to make an initial payment of a specified lump sum and in consideration 
thereof get a reduction in the rental for a fixed period. The particulars of tke
